duce of fou r gallons per day. T h e o t h~ 
cr gave in the month of June 17 quarts 
a day; there was made from her milk 
in one mouth, fifty pounds of good but- 
ter. 


It may not be generally known, that 


the tad-pole acts the same part with 
fish, that ants do with birds ; and that 
through the agency of this little reptile, 
perfect skeletons, even of the smallest 
fishes, may be obtained.

would materially add to the safe and 
speedy admini«iraiion of justice, not 
only in the rcli.-f afforded io the su- 
preme court, h u t as it regards the busi- 
ness of the courts of common pleas and 
orphans-' courts, &c. 
With five judges, 


a circuit court could be. hulden twice a 
year in every county, the term of which 
might continue one or I wo weeks as bu- 
siness should remiirc, and provisions 
could be made for transmitting causes 
from the common pleas.orphans courts, 
registers conns, £tc under such regu- 
lations, as would properly divide the 
business between the county, and the 
circuit courts. 
The 


would alternate in the different coun- 
ties, so t h a t the same one would not 
preside in the same county twice in suc- 
cession.

Trial by jury will 
be advanced in all (he counties, as well 
as the transaction of ihe ordinary busi- 
ness in the county courts, by an increa- 
•>i'd number of tribunals. 
Partialities, 


predilections, and peculiarities, will be 
neutralized, by a choice of tribunals af- 
forded to suitors. 
Despatch w i l l be 


secured by the ready means uf trial af 
forded ; uniformity and certainly will 
be established, by mingling the services 
of the circuit judges with those of the 
presidents of the common pleas, and by 
enabling the supreme court, as the 
court in the last resort, to settle thu law 
upon mature reflection. 
Perhaps a- 


mong the most beneficial results, will 
be the o p p o r t u n i t y afforded for rehear- 
ing cases adjudged in the orphans and 
registers courts. 
Proceedings in these 


tribunals have become exceedingly im- 
portant, and there is no adequate reme- 
dy in ihe present tedious process of ap- 
peals, first to the circuit court, St then 
to the supreme court. 
There is a la- 


mentable want of time and facilities lo 
secure a deliberate and thorough in- 
vestigation, and a destructive delay in 
pursuing the remedy. 


The expense, of the proposed plan is, 


pcihaps, the only objection lo it. 
But 


on this score, the scheme is less excep 
tionable, than any one heretofore offer- 
ed for consideration. By withdraw- 
ing from the supreme court so much of 
its business, and allowing a reasonable 
lime for in vestigation, and deliberation, 
it might perhaps be reduced to its for 
mer condition, when it consisted of but 
three judges. 
For its strength does 


not consist in numbers, but in its con- 
stitu'iun. and the manner of conducting 
business. 
In that case, only three jud- 


ges, in addition lo the present number, 
would be required. 
But if five be 


deemed necessary, the expense would 
be trifling, compared with the object 
to be attained 
Yonr petitioners firm- 


ly believe, that there is more money 
wasted 
in unprofitable litigation in 


Pennsylvania in one year, and which 
might be prevented, than would under 
ihe system suggested, defray the in- 
creased expense for ten years. 
But 


while the physical abilities of the state 
are being improved, at the annual ex- 
pense of millions, is the moral and civ- 
il condition of the community to be 
disregarded,because the expense- would 
be a few thousands ? 


Your petitioners pray, that the sub- 


ject may be taken into consideration 
and such relief afforded as may be 
deemed expedient.
